While traveling, many of the students found it difficult to fill 
their appetites due to the difference in the styles of food when 
compared to their American cuisine. Two meals were provided 
each day by EF Tours, so when the opportunity came and there 
was a McDonald’s nearby, the students took full advantage of it. 
Breakfast consisted of warm milk, fruit, and an array of meats and 
cheeses. Dinner almost always consisted of a buffet with choices of 
vegetables, seafood, and meats. “Disgusting!” Katelyn Kuykendall 
said, the one word she used to describe her experience with 
the food.

The itinerary provided plenty of time for the tourists to visit famous 
places such as the Prado, the Royal Palace of Madrid, the 
Alhambra, the Plaza Mayor, and the third largest cathedral in the 
world. “Seeing the Alhambra at nighttime was a memory I will never 
forget,” Taylor Kinsey said. Despite all of the places they saw, one 
of the most unique experiences was meeting students just like 
themselves from across the country. Lifelong friendships and bonds 
were made that will never be forgotten. All of the students would 
agree, whether it was the people they met, the places they visited, 
or the experiences they gained, they would never forget this 
amazing trip.

In honor of breast cancer survivors and 
in memory of women who have lost their 
battle against the disease, the junior varsity 
and varsity softball teams organized “Play 
for the Cure” games to increase awareness 
and raise funds for the Susan G. Komen 
foundation.

IRIVER EDUCATION 
STUDENT DRIVER 




One of the most anticipated rites 
of passage for a teenager is the 
W acc ! u i s iti on °f a driver’s license. That 
■ simple piece of plastic validates a new 
I stage of freedom and maturity for an 
individual yearning to escape from the 
restraints of the adolescent years. 
“Getting a driver’s license is almost 
'****§ like getting a diploma,” sophomore 

Juwan Cooper said. “When a kid gets 

■ his license, it’s like saying ‘Zoom, 
goodbye!’ ” 

Students who enroll in the driver 
" education course are selected to 
drive by the order in which they are 
qualified to receive their licenses. 
Driver education teacher, Larry Barker, 
has been training drivers for twelve 
years and believes there are some 
advantages to teaching drivers who 
live in a rural area such as Richmond 
County. “Most of the driver’s I deal 
with have driven before whether it’s a 
tractor, lawn mower or old truck,” Mr. 
Barker said. He hasn’t had any close 
calls, except that occasionally a driver 
runs off the road and over corrects on 
a turn. “One advantage I have over 
parents is that I have a brake on my 
side of the car,” he said. 




To calm the nervous jitters of 
new drivers, Mr. Barker tries not to 
get nervous and lets the students 
know that he trusts their abilities. 

“I let them know that I am in control,” 
he said. He maintains a strict list of 
safety precautions which includes 
always wearing seat belts, checking 
blind zones, obeying stop signs and 
never going over the speed limit. 

Mr. Barker does not remember any 
particular instances of funny things 
that have happened during his twelve 
years training drivers, other than 
students who have hit the gas instead 
of the brake, gone right instead of left 
or run over cones. “I always laugh 
when a student honks the horn for an 
animal, like a squirrel, in the middle 
of the road,” Mr. Parrish, who also 
teaches the course, said. 

Students who are having difficulty 
in the course are allowed to practice 
and be retested at a later date. Some 
students have been required to retake 
the entire course. “I don’t release a 
student to get his license until I am 
comfortable with their ability to drive,” 
Mr. Barker said.

When the varsity baseball team walked 
onto the playing field at Radford University 
on June 11, they were there to settle some 
unfinished business. Having made what they 
considered to be a disappointing appearance 
at the 2009 state semifinals, Coach Barker 
and his boys of summer were focused on a 
return trip to Radford and the ultimate victory, 
the state championship title. 


With a regular season district title and a 
district tournament win under their hats, 
the team knocked out Sussex, Nandua and 
Northumberland in Region A tournament 
play to put them where they wanted to be, 
the state quarter finals. On their home field, 
the boys gave the large crowd an evening of 
entertainment as they stomped Altavista 8-1 
in the first round of state competition. Pitcher 
Tanner France and catcher Josh Hall had 
back-to-back solo home runs in 
the third inning and Tanner had a 
10 strikeout performance. 


The win earned the team a bus trip 
to Radford University where they met 
Gate City in the state semi-final round, 
squeaking out a 9-8 win but gaining them 
a seat at the state finals on Saturday, 

June 12 at 10 a.m. against the experienced 
Virginia High School Bearcats of Bristol. 
With an interruption by the weather, the 
game became a two-day extravaganza for 
the fans when the officials suspended play 
until the next morning at 9 a.m. Despite 
the overnight delay, Coach Barker praised 
his team after holding the edge to grab the 
trophy. “They didn’t get sidetracked or lose 
their form. I told them to keep their eyes on 
the prize and they did,” Coach Barker said.

The varsity soccer team faced a tough non-district 
schedule with number six in the state Mathews, a 
very skilled West Point team, and a much-improved 
Middlesex team. Although the early season results 
were not typical, the tough non-district schedule 
helped the team to improve. 

The team began to come together just in time for 
district competition. Optimistic going into their first 
district match at Washington and Lee, the Eagles 
were looking for some pay back from their loss to the 
Raiders in last season’s tournament. The result was 
a 0-5 smack in the face and a very disappointing loss. 


In the district opener against Northumberland, the 
guys knew it was now or never. Senior captain 
Sean Hurditt provided a much-needed spark to the 
chemistry after being moved from his usual defensive 
position into a more active role in the midfield. With 
Sean in the midfield, options opened for senior Tucker 
Yeatman at right midfield and upcoming freshman 
Aaron Rock at offensive midfield.

After a win over Lancaster and another tough 
match against Mathews, the team put themselves 
in a must-win situation versus Washington and Lee, 
the number one team in the district. Playing one of 
their best matches, the guys ended the season with 
a 2-1 win they were looking for. After finishing the 
season with a much-needed win over Lancaster, they 
posted a 4-4 district record. This win helped them 
achieve a team goal of making at least a third place 
spot in the district tournament with hopes of making 
it to regional play.

Realizing that the yearbook serves as a 
lasting reminder of important moments 
and highlights of the school year, the staff 
discussed the concept of time and how 
quickly it passes. During the discussion, 
students recognized that in just the blink of 
an eye, moments become memories.

The budget of $15,082.00 was me 
through the sale of ads and yearbooks, 
as well as through the after-school snack 
shop.

The 148 page book was published 
byJostensPublishingCompanyinClarksville, 
Tennessee. The Crest had a press run of 
200 copies and sold at $47, $50, and $55, 
depending on the date of purchase. 
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The custom-litho cover. Design Combo 
595, features Process Color #317 on a 
matt finish. Printed on 100 lb gloss paper 
with a trim size of 7 3/4 X 10 1/2, the 
book was created using InDesign CS, 
Photoshop 8.0 and Jostens Yeartech 
software. Layouts were designed on 
the computer using the software, and 
all photos were digitally placed. Pages 
were submitted online using the Netline 
Upload feature of Josten's web page. 
The book was created through the efforts 
of students who worked after school and 
in the mass media class with co-sponsors 
Sally Clements and Cindy Packett. Without 
the dedication and hours of work put in 
by co-sponsors Ms. Clements and Mrs. 
Packett, the book would not be possible. 
Jostens yearbook representative, Jason 
Baranowski, worked closely with the 
sponsors to help make the cutout design 
on the cover a reality as Ms. Clements 
and Mrs. Packett finished out six years as 
co-sponors of the award-winning book.
